WAITING ON DATA 


In the Meantime State is Waiting on 


Government on Question of Reim­ 


bursing Guardsmen.

A situation exists with respect to 
reim'hursinent of former Indiana na- 
tional guardsmen, including close to 
a hundred Kush county 
men, 
for 
outfit* which they bought when they 
enlisted, which may result in the men 
not receiving the money which right­ 
ly belongs to them. 
As it now stands, 
the 
state 
of 
¡Indiana is waiting on the 
govern­ 
ment to act, 
believing the 
United 
States should pay for the uniforms 
which its representatives took from 
the guardsmen, and the war depart­ 
ment with its customary show of 
“red tape*’, is waiting for “sufficient 
data”. 
It will lie recalled that the agita- 
j tion for reimbursing Indiana guards­ 
men for their uniforms, which were 
taken away from them when 
they 
entered the 
federal 
service, 
was 
started here when local soldiers a! 
C'atnp Shelby, Miss., 
wrote 
home 
about this condition of affairs. 
According to a 
dispatch 
from 
1 Washington, the question of having 
j the federal government pay for the 
uniforms has been before 
Senator 
I Watson for some time. 
This 
dis­ 
patch says because the proposal to 
have the government refund money 
¡did not give sufficient data in regard 
to the expenditures to base a claim 
[ against the 
government 
Senator 
Watson has not recently pushed the 
[question. 
The attitude of the War depart­ 
ment has been that it did not have 
the authority to make the 
refund 
and that it would require special leg­ 
islation, but 
the 
department 
has 
willingly, it is understood, to rec­ 
ommend the legislation 011 a detailed 
showing of facts. 
The proposition to have the state 
pay for this equipment i* an imposi- 
tion on the state, as the government 
is responsible for the money 
spent. 
It is probable the matter could have 
been disposed of by this time 
had 
all the data in connection with the 
case been 
forwarded to 
Senator 
Watson, as he requested some time 
ago. 
Harry R. Smith, adjutant-general 
of Indiana, today said that the reas­ 
on 'Indiana has not taken action al­ 
ready to provide 
out of 
its 
own 
means money to reimburse 
soldiers 
for the eost of their uniforms,' 
is 
that Indiana is awaiting information 
from the war department as to how 
it regards the proposal that the fed­ 
eral government should 
stand 
the 
cost of the uniforms. 
General Smith said that as soon 
as he learns that the war department 
sustains the contention here that the 
federal government should pay the 
bill, he will take steps at 
once 
to 
supply it with all 
the 
information 
obtainable, which the 
department 
may wish, to have the bills paid by 
the Federal government. 
The adjutant-general said 
how­ 
ever, that it would be necessary 
t<* 
get in touch with the 
commanding 
officers of the units involved in the 
matter Hnd that 
owing 
to the war 
situation the action might be hard 
to speed up.
